1. WE HAVE RECEIVED NOTE VERB ALE DATED DECEMBER 18 
FROM THAI MISSION INFORMING OF FOLLOWING: 

A. ON DECEMBER 14, GLASS PANE IN FRONT DOOR OF MISSION 
WAS FOUND BROKEN. 

B. ON DECEMBER 18, MISSION AUTO WAS BURGLARIZED. 

C. ON DECEMBER 18, MISSION RECEIVED THREATHENING LEAFLET 
FROM JDL. 

2. TEXT OF NOTE IS AS FOLLOWS:

PERMANENT MISSION OF THAILAND 
TO THE UNITED NATIONS 

NO. 3698/2518 
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NATIONS PRESENTS ITS COMPLIMENTS TO THE UNITED STATES 
MISSION TO THE UNITED NATIONS AND HAS THE HONOUR TO INFORM 
THE LATTER OF THE FOLLOWING: 

1. ON SUNDAY, 14 DECEMBER 1975, BETWEEN 2 - 4 

A.M., A GLASS PANE IN THE FRONT DOOR OF THE PERMANENT 
MISSION OF THAILAND WAS FOUND BROKEN. THE INCIDENT WAS 
PROMPTLY REPORTED TO THE NEW YORK CITY POLICE WHO CAME TO 
INVESTIGATE AND PROMISED THE PERMANENT MISSION OF THAILAND 
MORE FREQUENT POLICE PATROL IN THE AREA. 

2. AGAIN ON THURSDAY MORNING, 18 DECEMBER 1975, 

ONE OF THE THAI PERMANENT REPRESENTATIVES'S AUTOMOBILES 
PARKED JUST OUTSIDE THE MISSION S BUILDING WAS BURGLARIZED 
AND THE CHAUFFEUR'S DIVER'S LICENSE AND ONE CREDIT CARD 
ISSUED BY MOBIL OIL COMPANY WAS STOLEN. THIS INCIDENT WAS 
ALSO REPORTED TO THE NEW YORK CITY POLICE ON THE SAME DAY. 

3. THAT SAME MORNING, A NOTE FROM THE "JEWISH 

DEFENSE LEAGUE” WAS SENT TO THE THAI MISSION THREATHENING 
HARASSMENT OF THE MISSION'S PROPERTY AND ITS PERSONNEL, 

A COPY OF WHICH IS ENCLOSED HEREWITH FOR THE LATTER'S 
INFORMATION AND ATTENTION. 

IN THE LIGHT OF THE ABOVE, THE PERMANENT MISSION 
OF THAILAND WOULD APPRECIATE IT VERY MUCH IF THE UNITED 
STATES MISSION TO THE UNITED NATIONS WOULD KINDLY BRING TO 
THE ATTENTION OF THE AUTHORITIES CONCERNED THE OCCURRANCES 
OF THESE INCIDENTS SO THAT ADEQUATE AND APPROPRIATE MEASURES 
COULD BE TAKEN TO PREVENT FURTHER LOSSES OF PROPERTY AND 
OTHER ACTIONS WHICH MIGHT INTERRUPT THE NORMAL FUNCTIONING 
OF THE THAI MISSION OR CONSTITUTE A THREAT TO THE PERSONAL 
SAFETY OF ITS OFFICIALS AND STAFF MEMBERS AS WELL AS MEMBERS 
OF THEIR FAMILIES. 

THE PERMANENT MISSION OF THAILAND OT THE UNITED 
NATIONS AVAILS ITSELF OF THIS OPPORTUNITY TO RENEW TO THE 
UNITED STATES MISSION TO THE UNITED NATIONS THE ASSURANCES

3. THAI MISSION IS BEING INFORMED THAT JDL LEAFLET HAS 
BEEN SENT TO OFFICE OF US ATTORNEY FOR SOUTHERN DISTRICT 
OF NEW YORK FOR STUDY IN CONNECTION WITH POSSIBLE PROSECU- 
TION UNDER ACT FOR PRETECTION OF FOREIGN OFFICIALS OR 
OTHER FEDERAL LAWS. FURTHER THAT POLICE ARE ALERTED 

TO JDL THREAT AND ARE TAKING APPROPRIATE ACTION. 
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4. IN ADDITION, WE HAVE ASKED POLICE DEPT TO 

INVESTIGATE BURGLARY OF THAI MISSION AUTOMOBILE. MOYNIHAN 
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
